“FRIENDSHIP FOR. FRANCE 
STRONGER THAN EYER. 

The ordinary general meeting of the 
Channel Tunnel Company, Limited, 
was~held on June 25 at the Cannon 
Sereet Hotel, E.C...Baron Emile B.
